3® Foliov/ing thisp tlie factoiy started production of the long-range rooonnals sauce 
aircraft "HDDS” (RasvdLodlca dalniago diejsteija)^ designed by Suldioi. This 
was a single-engined monoplane built of duralumin^ with a wingspreadl of H 
armored coolspitp 9-cylindor roar engine of 1^200 hp (produced by the Locorso- 
tive and I^ngine Factory IJo. 75 at Kharkov) p average airspeed 460 to per hourp 
underslung j^bbsrlzed fuel containers. The ora^i consisted of two pilots and 
an observor/radio eporatoro It was armed wi-ai. fevo heavy machine guns in 
armored turrets and 20 lOkg bombs.
